Tho most 
important practical effect whieh might fol- 
low the application of tho Olement-Ley 
law—under which a typhoon travels, keep- 
ing the high-pressure area on its right— 
is this: If telegraphic information could 
bo forwarded with a particular reference 
to this law, the course of typhoona 
right bo ascertained hore with apparently 
absolute certainty. If thiy be so, it is vory 
much to bo dosirad that telographie inform- 
ation will be ao, framed as to secure this 
important result, ‘ 
Touching this Roport by Dr Doberek, tu 
which wo have’ referred above, a valued 
correspondont draws attention to the fact 
that tho leamed author dpes not give 
or-ftake—his bearings’ with the accuracy 
of a gevgrapher or an ustronomer, He 
reminds us that 9 geographer always looks 
to tho North, and thon (as wo used to say 
at achuol) it is right hand East ond left 
hand West. An astronomer, again, is anid 
to louk to thé South; in which case, the 
right and left directions would be reversed. 
But in what direction dacs a meteorologist 
Jook when ho is discussing depréssions alld 
high-pressureareas? Dr Doborek tells us that 
‘an atmospheric depression moves sv as to 
keep the high pressure area on its right.’ 
Wo do not mean to- poke fun at the Gys- 


ernment Astronomer by naking which is tho 
right and which ia the left uf an atmosphe- 
tie depression, Far from it ; but it fa just 
as well to know whethor it is’ meant that 
the depresaions aro facing the north or the 
south—whother, in fact, they describo 
themselves on geographical or ustronumical 
data. Of conrse, the natural assumption 
is that as the typhoon travels in a northerly

THE MIXED COURT At SHANGHAT. 

Tt is to bo hoped that tho matter of Mr 
Hnang’s stiéevssor on the bench of the 
Mixed Court ‘will soon ba settled, as Mr 
Kio, tho present acting magistrate, is 
evidently'a vory incompetent peraon, The 
Chinese say he was formerly omployod in 
8 low capacity ina foreign hang hore, where 
ho ‘picked up ao little French as woll as 
pidgin:English ; and that afterwards he was 
a box-tnaker.

MILITARY GABLES IN THE FAR 
. East. 


The Ebkctri ian of the Sth Jane says -— 

A short time ago wo bad to warn the 
investing public against a project ‘then 
tatked abont for connecting South Africa 
direct with our’ Indian Empire. - The 
‘abjections to.thut scheme ‘us 9 commercial. 
undertaking were grave and conclusive. 
The route would be in very deep sea, the 
-bottom of which has been but imperfectly 
explored ; the sea itself would be practically 
closed by prevailing winds to all. repairing 
ships for a frost part. of the year; and, 
what is of still greater importance, the com- 
mercial teaffic between South Africa- and 
India would not pay expenses. In all pro- 
bability this: vory unpromising «adventure 
was suggested by the propects of war, an 
excellaut.reason for laying a wilitary cable, 
but the very worat for speculating in com: 
mercial cable laying. We repeat here What 
we have hud occasion to state more: than 
once before that ‘periods of political dis- 
turbance or warfare are bad for telegraphs 
aa for allother tradea, the losa of commirci- 
al traffe being far- from compensated by 
increasv of war telegrams,
